No 
Defense, Although Repre- 
sented by Counsel. 


ALIMONY NOT MENTIONED 


Understanding Is That Both Will 


Continue to Aid Grand 
Opera Lavishly.

CHICAGO, Dec. 28.—Mrs. Edith Rock- 
efeller McCormick. daughter of John D. 
_ Rockefeller, today obtained a decree of 
' divorces from Harold F. McCormick, 
' President of the International Harvester 
| Company, in fifty minutes. Mrs. Mc- 
Cormick charged that her husband, to 
whom she was married twenty-six years 
deserted her in Zurich, in May, 
' ‘1918, and had not since contributed to 
her support. 

Mr. McCormick did not dispute the 
charge of desertion; in fact, he made 
formal admission thereof. The decreé 
makes no mention of the three children. 
‘Haréld F. McCormick Jr. and Miss 
‘Muriel McCormick are now living with 
their father. Mathilde, the 
. daughter, is abroad. 

Less than an hour from the time of 
the filing of the suit was required for 
| the legal proceedings which ended when 

Judge McDonald, in the Cook County 
Superior Court, affixed his name to the 
decree, legalizing a separation which has 
really existed since October, when Mr. 
McCormick issued a_ statement, an- 
nouncing that he and his wife were liv- 
ing apart. 

Representing Mrs. McCormick was 
. Charles S. Cutting, former Judge of the 
Counsel for Mr. McCor- 
) mick included George A. Cooke, former 
| Chief Justice of the Supreme Court of 
f} Illinois; John P. Wilson, famous for his 
defense of the packers and in other 
suits in which great corporations were 
| litigants, and Clarence S. Darrow. 

' There was no mention of alimony ot 
of a settlement of property rights. 
After court had adjourned the lawyers 
‘| stated that no legal settlement had 
| been made. It is understood, however, 
“that both Mr. and Mrs. McCormick are 
to retain possession of all property held 
| in their own names. Arrangements are 

to be made later as to the disposal of 
property in ‘which both have an un- 
divided interest. Mrs. McCormick, it is 
said, will retain the McCormick resi- 
dence at 1,000 Lake Shore Drive, while 
her husband will continue to live in the 
‘country home in Lake Forest, one of 
the show places of the country. That is 
the arrangement as to residence that 
was made at the time of their separa- 
tion and it is understood that it will 
continue. 

Civic and artistic enterprises which 
owe their principal support and in many 
cases their very existence to the munifi- 
cence of the McCormicks are not to 
suffer. Principal among these is the 
‘Chicago Grand Opera. The relations be- 
tween the McCormicks and the opera 
had already been arranged. It had been 
announced that with this year they 
would cease to be guarantors of the 
| @pera, on which they have spent some- 

| thing like $5,000,000. Both will continue, 
however, to support the opera with large 
contributions to the general guarantee 
| fund, and it is reported that they intend 
‘to give to it $3,000,000 worth of scenery 
yand stage effects which {fs their prop- 
| erty. 

Mrs. McCormick will continue in her 

| ‘support of the Edith Rockefeller McCor- 

;mick Zootogical Gardens, to which she 
has given $300,000. « 

While the divorce proceedings had 
been expected for some time, even be- 
fore last Octoher, when the separation 
was formally announced, the actual fil- 

' img of the papers came with unusual 
suddenness. At 10:50 A. M. former 
Judge Cutting appeared in the office of 
the Clerk of Court and filed the bill 
for divorce in the usual legal phrase- 
ology. It set forth that on May 27, 
2918, Harold F. McCormick willfully de- 
serted his wife without any reasonable 
cause, which desertion had continued 
until the present time. 

Hight minutes later attorneys for Mr. 
McCormick appeared in thé clerk’s of- 
| fice and filed his answer. This ad- 

mitted that ‘‘ since said day of May 27, 

1918, he and the said complainant have 

lived separate and apart.’’ 

Meantime Mrs. McCormick had slipped 
quietly into court, which was vacant ex- 
cept for the clerk and the bailiff. She 
was accompanied by her lawyers and 
two servants, who were her witnesses, 

At 11:29 Judge McDonald took his seat 
on the bench and almost immediately 
Mrs. McCormick was called to the stand. 
She was dressed:in a black seal and 
rabbit coat and black toque and wore no 
veil, She answered questions without 
any hesitation or tremor. 

She testified that she had lived with 
* Mr. McCormick until May 27, 1918, when 
he left her in Zurich. 

“He gave no reason at all, and there 
Was no reason,’’ she said. ; 

Since then he had not, she testified, 

. contributed one cent toward her sup- 
, port. While they lived together she 
) bad conducted herself toward him in the 
manner that a wife should. That was 
‘all Mrs. McCormick’s testimony, and her 
husband’s lawyers waived cross-exami- 
nation. ;

WASHINGTON, Dec. 28.—Woodrow 
Wilson was 65 years old today. There 
was a family dinner but no other cele- 
bration at the ex-President’s home aside 
from that provided by the steady stream 
of callers who left their cards and the 
messenger boys and letter carriers who 
brought more than 1,000 communieations 
from many parts of the world. Almost 
as many messages were received yester- 
day. 

A friend of the former President who 
saw the great heap of messages said 
that on no Christmas or birthday spent 
in the White House had Mr. Wilson 
received the felicitations and good 
wishes of so many of his fellowmen. 

These messages were from men and 
women in all walks of life. None of 
them was made public, but not a few of 
them are said to have urged the convic- 


tion that events were proving a vindica- | 


tion of the course which Mr. Wilson fol- 
lowed in the White House in dealing 
with international affairs. 

Mr. Wilson was in better health to- 
day than he has enjoyed for several 
months. He was strong enough to re- 
ceive ‘a few intimate friends, but the 
names of these were not made public. 

At the family dinner were Mrs. Wil- 
son, his daughter, Miss Margaret Wil- 
son, Mrs. Wilson’s mother, Mrs. Bolling 
and his father-in-law, Dr. Stockton Ax- 
son. .In the afternoon Mr. and Mrs. 
Wilson went for a long automobile ride. 
Many who saw him commented on the 
fact that his condition seemed improved 
since he participated in the parade in 
honor of the Unknown American who 
was buried in Arlington Cemetery on 
Armistice Day. 

Many efforts have been made to in- 
duce Mr. Wilson to break his silence in 
regard to current happenings, but he 
has‘ refusea, and the same silence was 
maintained today. Mr. Wilson has been 
following the developments of the Con- 
ference on the Limitatton of Armament, 
and, it is said, has been urged by some 
friends to give expression to his—opin- 
ions.

embarrassment to the present Adminis- 
tration. 

Mr. Wilson has been taking daily 
automobile rides with Mrs. Wilson or 
family friends, and has attended the 
theatre every Saturday night. He has 
been receiving a few callers at his home,

| National, State and city officials of 
organized labor are uniting in an effort 
to prevent the passage by the New York 
Legislature of a bill establishing a court 
of industrial relations on the same prin- 
ciple as the one functioning in Kansas, 
and containing provisions for compulsory 
arbitration and forbidding strikes and 
lockouts. 

Spurred by the warning served by the 
Lockwood Legislative Committee, 
through Samuel Untermyer, its ¢gounsel, 
that the labor unions of the State must 
reform, these oficialg and representatives 
of the Building Trades Council held a 
conference in the Hotel Continental yes- 
terday and decided to ‘‘ clean house ”’ 
and voluntarily eliminate as far as pos- 
sible existing abuses and 
and fight any attempt by the “State or 
other outside interests to regulate labor 
unions by law. 

When asked regarding the proposed 
bill, Hugh Frayne, general organizer 
of the American Federation of Labor in 
this State, and spokesman for the con- 
ference, said: 

‘‘We understand that such a bill has 
| been prepared, and we are going to fight 
it. We are not certain who is back of 
}it, and I can give no further informa- 
tion at this time.’’ 

As the American Federation of Labor 
and its President, Samuel Gompers, 
have ‘bitterly assailed and condemned 
the Kansas Industrial Court law as an 
|effort to ‘enslave the workers’’ and 
an * autocratic institution ’’ designed to 
| aid the employers, New York labor will 
undoubtedly have the backing of organ- 
|ized labor throughout the country 

fighting the bill in this State. 

The State legislative program, which 
has just been drawn up by the Legis- 
lative Committee of the New York State 
Federation of Labor, which was also 
represented at yesterday’s conference, 
announced its opposition to any effort 
to establish an industrial court.

Approves Untermyer’s Suggestions, 


In a statement given the press after 
yesterday’s conference, Mr. Frayne said 
}that the committee of labor officials 
had reviewed the criticisms and recom- 
mendations of Mr. Untermyer, and was 
| going to use its influence to bring about 
necessary reforms. He pointed out that 
this was to be largely brought about 
by group conferences between the inter- 
ested parties, but in some instances it 
would be necessary for the international 
unions to take action. 

Mr. Frayné pointed out that nothing 
would be done toward bringing about 
the incorporation of labor unions, be- 
cause the American Federation of Labor 
had many times declared its opposition 
to such action because it would be “ in- 
imical to labor’s interest.’’ 

The matter of raising the apprentice- 
ship age limit from 16 and 18 years to 
25 years, as suggested by Mr. Unter- 
myer, he explained was also considered 
unnecessary and would be a factor in 
adding to the high cost of building. 

‘* Organized labor believes,’’ he added, 
‘‘that workers should be trained young 
and receive thorough experience in order 
that they may be efficient. This can 


only be done by seeing that the ap- 
prentice starts young and gets three or 
four years’ experience. If we were to 
start a man at the age of 25 he would 
want more ‘wages while learning and 
would want to rush through the course 
of training. 

“In the end he would not be as efficient 
as the younger and more experienced 
worker, and would be unable to produce 
as much, I am afraid that Mr. Unter- 
myer’s plan would cost the builder more

Is Now a Refugee, Receiving Our Aid

WASHINGTON, Dec. 28.—Princess 
Cantacuzene, granddaughter of General 
Grant, appealed today for the Russian 
refugees as the brains and future con- 
structive hope of Russia. She spoke for 
the American Central Committee for 
Russian Relief at the forum of the Na- 
tional Council for the Limitation of Arm- 
ament. 

‘‘I appeal,” she sald, ‘‘also as an 
American, for the Russian refugee be- 
cause of the help which Russia has given 
the United States at more than one 
critical period in our history. 

‘*A Jetter came to me the other day 
from an old soldier of my grandfather, 
General Grant. He said to me: ‘I am 
glad that little Julia Grant is doing 


something for the refugees of Russia, 
because remember orice sitting with 
your grandfather in camp when we were 
greatly troubled at the prospect of the 
war, and there came to him just then 
the news that a Russian fleet was in 
th Harbor of New York .offering sup- 
port to Lincoln.’ 

‘‘ The Admiralof that fleet, now nearly 


ninety years old, and his aged wife are 
refugees, and it was only recently that 


our committee was able to give them 
aid.”’ 


Rear Admiral Lessowsky is evidently 
the Russian naval officer indicated by 
General Grant’s granddaughter. Quite 
unanr.ounced, the Russian light frigate 
Osliaba entered New York harbor in the 
middle of September, 1863, at a time 
when the North feated that both Great 
Britain and France were about to aid 
the Confederacy opently.

WELCOME DEBS HOME 


Red Fire, Bands and Cheers 
Greet Socialist Leader in. 
Terre Haute. 


CARRIED ON SHOULDERS 


He Says He Will Work to Free 
Guiltless Still Imprisoned 
at Atlanta.

TERRE HAUTE, Dec. 28.—Eugene V. 
Debs was welcomed home tonight with 
red fire and blaring bands. Fully 50,000 
men, women and children made a dem- 
onstration such as_ probably never 
hitherto greeted the return of a man 
He was caught 
up in a surge of humanity as soon as he 
set his foot on the station platform and 
was borne along on the crest of it until 
he was lifted into an automobile truck, 
agleam with red torches. 

Tor more than three blocks people were 
wedged together in a solid mass: Men 
fought to protect women from being 
crushed against the sides of the railway 
coaches. Photographers set up their 
cameras, but were swept off their feet. 
The police were helpless to hold back the 
throngs. 

Onto the truck Debs was lifted, his 
bald - head gleaming beneath the torches. 
He kissed his hand to cheering crowds 
as they streamed along behind, bearing 
white placards on which various legends 
were inscribed in brilllant red. ‘* Every- 
body smiles now,’’ read one. ‘* Prison 
and Presidents can’t scare me,’’ read 
another. 

A band, led by two men carrying a 
long streamer with the words, ‘‘ Wel- 
come home, Comrade Debs,’ struck up 
‘Hail, Hail, the Gang’s All Here,’’ and 
the procession moved through crowded 
streets to the Debs home, an old frame 
house at 451 North Eighth Street. 

Mrs. Debs stood silently, grimly on 
the wide veranda. During her hus- 
band’s absence she has lived alone In 
the old home with her aged mother, 
Mrs, Katherine Bauer, now almost 
blind. Mrs. Debs ‘has suffered from 
heart trouble and it was feared, the 
shock of the homecoming might prove 
too much for her. Today as the hour 
approached she collapsed and was re- 
ported under a doctor’s caré, but she 
nerved herself for the ordeal and stood 
before the cheering throng; her lips 
quivering. 

As the torch-lit truck paused in front 
of the home, a band played ‘‘ Home, 
Swéet Home,’’ Debs standing  bare- 
headed and Mrs. Debs waiting at the 
head of the steps, supported by her 
brother, Arthur Bauer, and Mayor 
Charles R. Hunter. As Debs forced his 
way to the porch his hand was grasped 
again and again. Finally no one stood 
between him and his wife. 

He fiung his arms around her, kissed 
her and bowed his head against her 
cheek as she buried her’s upon his 
shoulder. Thus they stood for a full 
minute as tears streamed down Debs’s 
cheeks. They parted, and Debs em- 
braced and kissed the other members of 
the family. For the second time Mayor 
Hunter stepped forward and planted a 
kiss on the Socialist’s cheek. He already 
had kissed Debs as he stepped from the 
train. Debs then made a speech, thank- 
ing his friends for the welcome accord- 
ed him, and adding: 

‘* You have secured my liberation, but 
I am not free. My joy was not com- 
pleted because I was compelled to leave 
behind me in prison at Atlanta others 
bebind the bars who are no more guilty 
than was I, and I will not stop in my 
work until every one of them has been 
returned to their loved ones. 

‘There is no bitterness or rancor in 
my heart against any one. I was simply 
true to my convictions. In the future 
we may differ in our opinions, but there 
will always be that spirit of friendship. 
How futile, how weak is language to ex- 
press my feelings. It seems to me that 
I can hear your hearts throb and I 
would like to put my arms around each 
one of you. I ¢annot make a speech 
tonight but I can love you, and I do 
thank you from the depths of my heart. 
And I wish you all a good-night and 
godspeed.”’ 

A cheer arose as he turned and took 
Mrs. Debs in his arms. The door was 
held open and together they passed in- 
side.

LONDON, Dec. 28.—Premier Lloyd 
George issued a statement today on the 
Trish situation declaring that Britain 
had gone the limit on concessions and | 
that a reopening of the negotiations 
through rejection or alteration of the 
treaty would be fruitless and impossible. 
He adds that the delay in ratification is 
holding up the work of the committee of | 
British Ministers set up to arrange for 
evacuation of the British forces and the 
transferring of executive responsibility 
to an Irish Provisional Government. 

The Premier's statement is considered 
significant here as much of the debate 
in the Dail Eireann on the treaty was 
based on the assumption that a rejection | 
would leave conditions as they were be- 
fore it was signed, Eamon de Valera and | 
his followers contending that they could | 
wrest better terms from the British. 

Tho text of Mr. Lloyd George's state- 
ment follows: 

‘No British statesman could go fur- 
ther than we have gone. No British | 
statesman could consider any proposal | 
involving Ireland being out of the em-)} 
pire. 

‘““The treaty places Ireland on an 
equality with the other States of the 
empire, gives Ireland the same claim 
to-membership in the League of Nations, 
and every right that Canada has in law, 
fact and constitutional practice, and not 
merely rejection but alteration even of 
the treaty by Ireland or Great Britain 
would render it null and void. This 
would ‘indeed be deplorable in the inter- 
ests of both countries. 

“The British Government havé gone 
to their utmost limit in the treaty, and 
to reopen the discussion, which was 
closed only after the most exhaustive 
consideration of every point, would ‘be 
a fruitless proceeding, and is impossible. 

‘*“A committee consisting of British 
Ministers, presided over by the Colonial 
Secretary, has been set up to deal with 
the evacuation of the British forces, the 
settling of an amnesty and the making 
of all necessary arrangements on the 
British side for transferring full execu- 
tive responsibility to an Irish Provisional 
Government. The work of this commit- 
tee, which had been in continucus ses- 
sion up to Christmas, and had proposed 
to eit through the Christmas holidays, is 
now unavoidably held up, pending the 


approval of the treaty. But on approval 
it would be carried through with the 
utmost possible dispatch. 

‘* Tt is the intention of the British Gov- 
ernment to hand over without delay 
their responsibilities to a Provisional 
Government which will function during 
the period of transition required for the 
setting up of the Irish Free State ad- 
ministration.”’ 





Counties Ask for Ratification.

DUBLIN, Dec. 28.—Ireland’s demand 
for ratification of the Anglo-Irish Peace 
Treaty grows in volume daily. It is 
stated here on good authority that such 


has been the favorable influence ex- 
erted among the leaders and members 
of the Datl Eireann during the recess 
that a compromise has been carried 
through between de Valera’s and Grif- 
fith’s followers in favor of the treaty. 

Farmers’ unions of several counties, 
which are very influential bodies, are 
organizing meetings In favor of rati- 
fication, while a number of branches 
of the Sinn Fein organization have al- 
ready pronounced in favor of the terms. 

At a special meeting today the Kil- 
kenny County Council by 18 votes to 1 
passed a resolution calling on their Dail 
representatives to vote in favor of the 
treaty. The members include Aldérman 
Cosgrave, who is Minister of Local Gov- 
ernment, and Commandant General 
Gearoid O’Sullivan of the Irish Repub- 
lican Army. 

Longford County Council passed a 
resolution declaring that, although the 
treaty does not meet their ideal, it 
offers a basis of freedom by giving Ire- 
land control of its vital national re- 
sources, while rejection would lead to 
a divigion in the ranks of the people 
resulting in chaos and possible national 
annihilation. 

The South Cork executive of the Sinn

Definite Exclusion of Japan’s| 


Mainland Is Expected to 
Satisfy Both Nations.

WASHINGTON, Dec, 28. — The four- 
power Pacific treaty will be modified by 
an exchange of notes between the United 
States and Japarn“which will show con- 
clusively that the Japanese homeland 
is not included in the compact, accord- 
ing to authoritative information obtained 
tonight. 

Opposition which has arisen to the in- 
clusion of the islands of the Japanese 
mainland as within the scope of the 
treaty exists not only in the United 
States but in Japan. No other ofs the 
signatories to the treaty is concerned 
with the question, and both the French 
and British have expressed a willing- 
ness that notes should be exchanged be- 
tween the United States and Japan to 
exclude Japan proper from the terms of 
the treaty. 

During this discussion of the treaty in 
the committee, Japan, it is understood, 
expressed a desire that the Japanese 
mainland should be omitted, but some of 
the other countries urged that Japan be 
included. However, there was very little 
objection raised during the discussion by 
Japan to the views of two cther powers, 
and the treaty was agreed upon with 
the full understanding that the Japanese 
mainland was interpreted as coming 
within the Insular dominions in the 
Pacific. 

Since the treaty was signed develop- 
ments here and in Japan have convinced 
both Governments that sentiment in both 
countries demands that the mainland of 
Japan be excluded from treaty protec- 
tion. 

Such an exchange of notes, interpret- 
ing the treaty, as to exclude the Japa- 
nese homeland, would satisfy a number 
of Republican Senators, and it is be- 
lieved would more nearly meet the views 
of a larger number of Americans, espe- 
cially those on the Pacific seaboard. 

President Harding originally held the 
view that the mainland was not in- 
cluded and at a conference with corre- 
spond- its so stated, but iater corrected 
his statements by saying that such a 
view was not to be interpreted as con- 
flicting with that of the American com- 
missioners. Secretary Hughes, it is un- 
derstood, and Mr. Balfour urged that 
the mainland be brought within the 
scope of the treaty. And as the treaty 
now stands and is understood by the 
signatories, the homeland is included. 

Sentiment in Japan is quite as strong 
as that in the United States. The Japa- 
nese take the view that Japan is an in- 
dependent country and not islands in 
the sense of the othér mossessions 80 
brought under the treaty agreement.

son. This M. Sarraut, head of the 
French delegation, warmly resented. He 
declared that the British spokesman was 
unjustly attacking the motives of the 
French, who had not been accusing the 
British of intending to use their capital 
ships against France, which he said was 
just as reasonable and friendly, too, as 
| the British suggestion that France want- 
ed submarines to cut off British food 
supplies. 

Ater this debate a strong effort was 
made to limit the operations of sub- 
marines by promoting an international 
law forbidding their use against mer- 
chant ships and treating such acts as 
piracy. There was a good reception of 
this suggestion from ex-Senator Root in 
principle, but the delegates were not 
ready to act on it without further in- 
structions from their Governments. 

There was also discussion of details 
relating to auxiliary ships, it being pro- 
posed by Secretary Hughes that no aux- 
fliary ship be of more than 10,000 tons 
or carry a gun larger than eight inches. 
|The gun proposal was adopted; the 
other was referred to the respective 
Governments. 

On the proposal of Lord Lee it was 
voted that the size of guns for capital 
{ships be limited to sixteen inches. 
There were two sessions today of the 
naval committee. It was at the morn- 
| tng session that M. Sarraut declared 
that his Government accepted the 1.75 
ratio for capital ships, but that the 
Cabinet and Supreme Council of Na- 
tional Defense had met in Paris yester- 
day and sent instructions to the Fren¢éh 
delégation that ‘it is impossible to 
accept a limitation below that of 330,000 
tons for auxiliary craft and 90,000 tons 
for submarines without imperiling the 
vital interests of the country and fis 
colonies and the safety of their naval 
life."". He added that the French dele- 
gation had been instructed to consent 
to no concessions on these figures, 

As for capital ships. he said, France 
desired slight modifications in the plan 
for the ten-year naval holiday, since all

Hughes Voices Disappointment. 


Mr. Hughes replied to M. Sarraut, say- 
ing that the French Chairman’s state- 
ment should be accepted as the final 
word of the French Government. He 
was gratified at the acceptance of the 
ratio for capital ships. The fixation 
of a capital ship ratio and the conse- 
quent end:of the race in building big 
offensive vessels would be a great 
achievement for the conference.

British Call 


** Extraordinary ’’ and deplorable ”’ 
were words used by a British spokes- 
man in discussing the French demand 
tonight. He made it plain that British 
public opinion would accept no limitation 


on craft used to fight submarines if 
there were no limit on submarines. 
Whether or not Britain went ahead with 
a great program of auxiliary craft would 
depend largely on whether France went 
ahead with her submarine fleet. 

He pointed out that England had the 
great advantage of having a large num- 
ber of trawlers which would be used 
against submarines in time of war. As 
for the Root resolution, the British 
spokesman was kindly inclined, but he 
did not believe it would allay England’s 
fear of the use of the submarine against 
her. He added: . 

‘‘I should advise any Government 
with which I was connected to pay no 
attention to such an agreement in con- 
sidering its anti-submarine defenses, for 
I don’t think it would last long in war.’’

Sarraut Wants Plenary Session. 


M. Sarraut made it known tonight 
that he had joined with the British in 
asking a plenary session to discuss sub- 
marines.

Prof. Seligman Says Arms Limita- 
tion and Budget Are Not Cures. 

PITTSBURGH, Dec. 28.—Reduction in

‘““Under the naval reduction § ratio 
agreed to, Japan will not have enough 
capital ships to cause us any trouble 
and we will surrender too many of them 
to continue to be a source of worry to 
Japan. The benefits of the naval agree- 
ment will last longer than the ten-year 
period fixed by it, for it will take sev- 
eral years to replace the capital ships 
which are to be scrapped, and for any 
nation, a party to the agreement, to get 
into fighting trim again.”’ 

According to Senator King, revision of 
the disputed provisions of the treaty 
either at Japan’s or this country’s sug- 
gestion would do a great deal to check 
the opposition which he said had de- 
veloped in the Senate since the President 
and the State Department differed as to 
whether the Japanese mainland was pro- 
tected.

Press Could Ask for No Better 
Communiques, Barring In- 
direct Discourse. 


BALFOUR UP WITH THE AGE 


His Development in the Diplomatic 
Game Compared With the 
Evolution of Ty Cobb. 


By ELMER DAVIS.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 28.—Christmas is 
over, and quite a number of people are 
Giscovering that Santa Claus has gypped 
them. In the reaction after the holiday 
week-end this conference does not look 
by any means so bright and rosy as it 
appeared last week, when the submarine 
issue was still slumbering in the future 
and everybody was looking for Santa 
Claus to come down the chimney with 
a bag full of happiness. 

However, if there has been a paucity 
of the Christmas spirit-in some quar- 
ters, nobody can lay that charge against 
the French. They have been more gen- 
crous than any one could have expected— 
more generous, perhaps, than they knew. 
To judge from expressions of sentiment 
which have been heard from all parts of 
the country, the French delegation has 


canceled the unpaid installments of that 
debt to Lafayette. 


In the way of open diplomacy this con- 
ference is setting rather too good an ex- 
ample. Its diplomacy is wide open, with 
the wind blowing through it from all 


directions. Whatever happens goes 
down into a communiqué of 8,000 words 
or so, which is promptly published to 
the world. Not everybody prints the 
communiqués, of course, but papers 
which do not have little excuse for con- 
tinuing to complain of secret, diplomacy. 

For it seems probable that the com- 
muniqués contain about all that happens 
in the conference proper, and certainly 
all that happens or doesn’t happen, all 
that is said, in the committee meetings, 
which they report. They no longer de- 
serve the abbreviation of ‘' comiques’’ 
which was given to them by the irrever- 
ent and unaccentuous in the early days 
of the conference. Newspaper men who 
sought the run of the néws in the inter- 
views given aqut by members of the va- 
rious delegations—and that was the 
source of most of the news up to a week 
or sc ago—have been met in the last 
few.days by the statement that what- 
ever the interviewee might have to tell 
them was in the communiqué. And it 
was. Things happen in the conference 
that do not happen in committee meet- 
ings, but what happens in the commit- 
- tee meetings all seems to get into the 
official report. 

The fanatical worshippers of openness 
mey complain that this system permits 
the committees ‘to report their own 
doings; that it is a very different thing 
from letting in the newspaper men to 
ferm their own impressions and write 
their own stories. Of course it is, but 
it is not different from the system which 
prevailed earlier in the conference of 
letting the day’s news come out through 
interviews with members of the delega- 
tions. That system, too, implied the re- 
porting of committee meetings by those 
who had participated in them—just as 
the secrets of the executive sessions of 
the Senate are made known to the 
world. The method of full communiqués 
is probably, in the long run, more satis- 
factory; though occasionally useful com- 
ment on and interpretation of the com- 


muniqués can be obtained through in- 
terviews. 


In effect, every speaker is allowed to 
report himself. That is to say, the first 
step in the preparation of the com- 
muniqués is the taking down of each 
man’s speech in committee by one of 
ihe Secretaries attached to his delega- 
tion. The secretaries then assemble 
these reports, under the direction of | 
John W. Garrett, Secretary Genera! of 
the conference. After they have been 
brought into similarity of form—for | 
some of them are prepared in direct and | 
scme in indirect discourse—every speech | 
is referred to iis author, or to his dele- | 
gation, for revision. 

Herein lies the ground for most of the} 
delays which occasionally put off the 
fesuance of the statements. Statesmen 
used to the delicate phraseology of old- | 
fashioned diplomacy, where an ill-chosen 
word miget lead to war, fuss and sput- | 
ter and stew over the change of a verb) 
here or an adjective there. Consequently 





the language of the communiqué doesn’t 
always reproduce the exact words of 
the speaker. But generally it does, ac- | 
cording to those who know; and there} 
has been no complaint as yet that it has 
failed to reproduce the substance of the! 
remarks. Which, on the whole, is a | 
good thing. Let those who doubt it} 
consider the damage done by the dis- 
torted accounts of the Briand-Schanzer | 
incident which escaped through the in- 
direct channels of confidential inter- 
views early in the conference.

The British began the practice of writ- 
ing their parts of the communiqué in 
their usual indirect manner, and the 
others gradually came into line, ap- 
parently for the reason given above. 
Its foree will be evident when it is re- 
membered that this rule of indirect quo- 
tation applies to the Presidnt’s regular 
eenferences at the White House. You 
can report what the President said, but 
you can't say he said it. You can use 
his exact words, and _in matters of 
importance you generally do; but you 
can’t put’ them in the President's 
mouth, 


Still, indirect discourse presents some 
difficulties to those who aren’t used to 
it, as everybody whose high school ex¢ 
perience inctuded the fourteenth chap- 
ter of the first book of Caesar’s Gallic 
War will remember.

Text of Conference Debate on Submarines, Auxiliaries and Gun Calibre

WASHINGTON, Dec, 28.—Here is the 
full text of the communiqués covering 
this morning’s and this afternoori’s ses- 
sions of the Committee on Limitation 
of Armament: 


| MORNING SESSION. 


| The sixth joint session of the Commit- 
|tee on Limitation of Armament and the 
| Subcommittee on Naval Limitation was 
| held in the Pan American Building this 
| morning, Dec. 28, 1921, at 11 A. M. Con- 
tinwing the discussion in regard to the 
limitation of submarine tonnage, M. 
Sarraut said: 


MINISTER SARRAUT. 


At the last meeting of the committee 
and as the outcome of the examination 
of the submarine question, a proposal 
was made to fix for each of the nations 
represented in the conference the sub- 
marine tonnage that they might pos- 
sess. Instead of the 90,000 tons required 
by France, it was proposed that this ton- 
nage should be limited as far as she is 
concerned to 31,500 tons. 

Confronted by such a considerable re- 
duction of the figures which had been 
given as the minimum of what France 
considered necessary for herself in 
future, the French delegation was 
obliged to refer the matter to its Gov- 
ernment. 

At a meeting of the Cabinet and of the 
Supreme Council of National Defense, 
the situation was examined and dis- 
cussed with the most carnest desire to 
do whatever would seem possible to 
further the aim of the conference and 
assist in reaching results. 

This deliberate intention has been car- 
ried out in the resolution passed at the 
meeting as regards capital ships. 

As a token of the good-will of France, 
it has been resolved to accept the re- 
duction to 175,000 tons of her tonnage of 
capital ships, although it seems nearly 
impossible with sucn reduced tonnage to

on. 

Thus it was certain that when that 
program was carried out, the French 
quota of submarines would exceed that 
of any other power in the world. It 
had further to be noted that their French 
colleagues accompanied their views of 
he necessity of submarines with the 
announcement that they intended great- 
ly to increase the tonnage of their auxil- 
lary, craft. It must be acknowledged 
that this constituted a somewhat singu- 
lar contribution to the labors of a con- 
ference called for the diminution of 
armament. Considered in conjunction 
with refusal of the French delegation to 
discuss land armament, this position 
must cause anxiety and disappointment 
to those who had come to the conference 
with high hopes regarding the limitation 
of naval armaments. Furthermore, it 
had to be observed that the pleasure 
derived from the agreement with re- 
gard to the limitation of capital ships 
was subject to a qualification. 


Intended to Destroy Commerce. 


He understood that the French in- 
tended to begin replacing ships in 1927. 
This seemed to be a serious interference 
with the principle for a ten-year naval 
holiday, but that was only a small part 
of the anxiety and disappointment which 
the French program had created in his 
mind. They had now come forward with 
a great building program of submarines 
and auxiliary craft. He was perfectly 


unable to conceive how that could be 
regarded as a defensive policy. 

If submarines were to be used as a 
strictly military weapon, in the manner 
contemplated by the American Advisory 
Committee, how came it that a fleet 
of capital ships limited to 175,000 tons 
required 90,000 tons of submarines to 
scout for it and protect it? And if 90,000 
tons of submarines were really required 
for a fleet of 175,000 tons of capital 
ships,. how many submarines would 
America and Britain require to build to 
assist their fleets of 500,000 tons? It 
was perfectly obvious that the pro- 
posed 90,000 tons of submarines were 
intended to destroy commerce. They 
could not be intended for any other 
purpose. 

It therefore appeared that at a mo- 
ment when we were all assembled to 
discuss the limitation of armaments we 
were asked to agree to their increase 
and that a country which did not desire 
to be among the first three naval powers 
in the world proposed nevertheless to 
build instruments of illegitimate warfare 
to an extent equal in numbers and su- 
perior in efficiency to those legitimately 
required by any other fleet in the world. 
We should therefore have the melan- 
choly spectacle of a conference called 
for the limitation of armament resulting 
in a vast increase in the very weapon | 
which the most civilized elements in all 
eivilized countries condemned. For the 
moment we need say no more. The 
whole of this controversy would again 
come up before the public conference. 
For this occasion he reserved himself. 

He must, however, dwell shortly on the 
effect which the French declaration of 
naval policy must inevitably produce 
upon British opinion. It was perfectly 
clear that if at our very gates a fleet 
of 90,000 tons of submarines, 60,000 of 
which were to be of the. newest type, | 
was to be constructed, no limitation of | 
any kind of auxiliary vessels capable of 
dealing with submarines could be ad- 
mitted by the Government which he rep- 
resented. Public notice had now been 
given in the most formal manner that 
this great fleet was to be built on the 
shores nearest to Britain, and it would 
necessarily be a very great menace to 
her. He had no doubt if the occasion 
ever arose that Britain would be equal 
to it, but it was on condition that we 
reserved the full right of Britain to 
build any auxiliary craft which she con- 
sidered necessary to deal with the 
situation. 


SENATOR SCHANZER. 


We do not dispute the importance of 
an accord with respect to capital ships, 
but we cannot do more than to express 
our deep regret that it is not possible te 
arrive at an arrangement concerning 
auxiliary boats and submarines. 

In the absence of an agreement con- 
cerning the limitation of the latter naval 
forces, it is but natural that each na- 
tion should retain full liberty of actien. 
At the same time, it is impossible not 
to realize that the absence of such an 
agreement will give new impetus to the 
competition of naval armament respect- 
ing auxiliary craft and submarines 


which can only have a most unfortunate 
effect on the finances of the countries 
interested. It is not our intention to 
discuss what France considers necessary 
for her national seturity, but we will 
not attempt to hide that the naval pro- 
gram announced by France is one which 
gives us serious preoccupations from the

In conclusion, he wished to say that 
in expressing his disappointment in re- 
gard to submarines, he did not wish in 
any way to detraet from the importance 
of the definite acceptance by France of 
the program for capita) ships. This was 
a matter of the first importance and he 
could assure his French colleagues that 
their attitude was cordially and sin- 
cerely appreciated. 


ARTHUR J. BALFOUR. 


Mr. Balfour admitted, as the Chairman 
jhad justly pointed out, that there was a 
iside to the statement just made by their 
French colleagues which profoundly dis- 
appointed him.

If 
this reply was not immediate, this was 
because I wished first to hear the re- 
marks of each delegation regarding my 
statement. 

To tell the truth, gentlemen, I am not 
here to make comment on the orders of 
my Government, which possess an au- 
thority ana a value which suffice in 
themselves; the decisions which I have 
just communicated to you have been 
carefully considered by the highest au- 
thorities representing national sov- 
ereignty in my country. I have re- 
ceived them respactfuily from~ their 
hands and have brought them just as 
they stand to the conference. 

It is my duty, however, and I perform 
this duty in the perfectly friendly spirit 
which has never ceased to animate the 
French delegation to take up the allega- 
tions which have just been made, cer- 
tain ones of which I find wholly inac- 
ceptable.

Now compare the position of France 
in the face of a superior British surface 
fleet with the position of Britain in the 
face of France with the largest subma- 
rine fleet in the world. She could use 
that fleet, if she chose, for commerce 
destruction, and it was difficult to be- 
lieve that in time of stress she would not 
so use it. If Britain were unarmed 
against submarines, it was evident that 
France, using that felonious weapon, 
could destroy her very existence.

Won't Cease in Demand. 


If our aonswer is not the same as for 
thke capital ships in regard to the other 
categories of vessels, it is because the 
tonnages which we have indicated sor- 
respond to material needs of defense, to 
necessities of protection hich must no 
longer be denied, for we shall not cease 
to affirm them strongly. We have no 
desire to destroy merchant vessels, as 
Mr. Balfour has said; we have formally 
declared the contrary here, and thi 
declaration was echoed not later than 
yesterday in the debates which took 
place in the French Senate. But France 
has coast lines which she must defend; 
she has also, and above all, a great 
colonial domain, second in importance 
only to that of Great Britain, which is 
distributed over all the seas, and con- 
cerning which we also may have, I pre- 
sume, our anxiety as to its defense, its 
police, and its surveillance. 

We have the duty of safeguarding the 
communications of these colonies with 
the mother country and I have already 
said here that in case of war the safety 
of transportation of our troops overseas 
to the mother country would be among 
the first of our obligations. This is 
nat a mere theory. Have we not in the 
last war seen a belligerent transform 
merchant ships into auxiliary cruisers 
or into privateers to torpedo our 
transports; and has not this been done 
against all the allied navies? And 
should it cause surprise here to see the 
Minister of Colonies of France take ac- 
count of colonial considerations and call 
to mind that our colonial empire, though 
some would seem to be ignorant of it, 
really exists and that its needs, as well 
as its interests, must be strongly 
firmed, defended, protected, especially 
in the matter of safe communications 
with the mother country? 

I reiterate that tme French delegation 
is bound by formal instructions from its 
Government. This is a fact of which it 
reminds you anew. It cannot deviate 
from them. I wish to repeat again that 
it is impossible for me to hear it said, 
without protesting, without asserting the 
contrary, that there-was an inevitabie 
and necessary correlation between what 
we are obliged to do and what our 
neighbors would then deem themselves 
obliged to do.

That seemed a reasonable figure to fix, 
but if for any strong reason it was de- 
sired to fix 8 inches, Britain would not 

‘oppose any serious objection to that size. 

He thought'‘it was essential that the lim- 
itation of armament should apply also 
to the aircraft carrier; otherwise, while 
prohibiting capital ships, one might 
have what would be in effect a capital 
ship with the addition of flying appli- 
ances. 

He did not want to discuss, on this oc- 
casion the matter of the limitation of 
tonnage of the aircraft carrier, but he 
thought the resolution should be amiend- 
ed to read as follows: 


No ship of war other than a capital 
ship or aircraft carrier hereafter built 
shall exceed a total tonnage displace- 
ment of 10,000 tons, and no gun shall 
be carried by any such ship, other 
than a capital ship, with a calibre in 
excess of 8 inches. 


The Chairman (Mr. Hughes) stated 
that the American Government had no 
objection to the amendment proposed by 
Lord Lee.

We object to havy- 
ing it believed or to having it said that 
the creation by France of a defensive 
weapon involving a certain tonnage of 
submarines could be considered as a 
menace to any of her friends. 

If such a thought were to weigh all 
too heavily on our deliberations, if I 
found myself obliged to defend my coun- 
try here against such a suspicion, this 
would indeed resuit in eliminating the 
hopefulness and the enthusiasm with 
which I have so far collaborated in the 
work of relieving the burden of arma- 
ments, in accord with the desire of 
France as clearly manifested by the 
sacrifice to which she has consented in 
the matter of capital ships. 

But, to tell the truth, I am not likely 
to be discouraged in this matter. The 
Work ts too fine and too generously nu- 
manitarian to permit our efforts and 
our good-will to grow weary. They will 
remain faithful to the end to the noble 
project aimed at by this conference. 


ARTHUR J. BALFOUR. 


Mr. Balfour assured M. Sarraut that

ELIHU ROOT. 


Mr. Root then read the resolutions as 
follows: 

The signatory powers, desiring to 
make more effective the rules adopted 
by civilized nations for the protection 
of the lives of neutrals and noncom- 


batants at sea in time of war, declare 
that among those rules the following 
are to be Seemed an established part 
of international law: 

1. A merchant vessel must be ordered 
to stop for visit and search to deter- 
mine its character before it can be 
captured. 

A merchant vessel must not be at- 
tacked unless it refuse to stop for visit 
and search after warning. 

A merchant vessel must not be de- 
stroyed unless the crew and passen- 
gers have been first placed in safety. 

2. Belligerent submarines are not un- 
der any circumstances exempt from 
the universal rules above stated, and 
if a subnrarine cannot capture a mer- 
chant vessel in conformity with these 
rules, the existing law of nations re- 
quires it to desist from attack and 
from capture and to permit the mer- 
chant vessel to proceed unmolested. 

The signatory powers invite the ad- 
herence of all the civilized powers 
to the foregoing statement of estab- 
lished law to the end that there may 
be a clear public understanding 
throughout the world of the standards 
of conduct by which the public opinion 
of the world is to pass judgment upon 
future belligerents. 

The signatory powers recognize the 
practical imposibility of using sub- 
marines as commerce destroyers with- 
out violating the requirements uni- 
versally accepted by civilized nations 
for the protection of the lives of the 
neutrals and noncombatants and, to 
the end that the prohibition of such 
use shall be universally accepted as a 
part of the law of nations, they de- 
clare their assent to such prohibition 
and invite all other nations to adhere 
thereto. 

The signatory powers, desiring to 
insure the enforcement of the humane 
rules declared by them with respect 
to the prohibition of the use of sub- 
marines in warfare, further declare 
that any person in the service of any 
of the powers adopting these rules 
who shall violate any of the rules 
thus adopted, whether or not such 
person is under orders of a Govern- 
mental superior, shall be deemed to 
have violated the laws of war, and 
shall be liable to trial and’ punish- 
ment as if for an act of piracy, and 
may be brought to trial before the 
civil or military authorities of any 
such powers within the jurisdiction’ of 
which he may be found. 


SECRETARY HUGHES. 


The Chairman said that Mr. Root’s 
resolution would be put in form for 
distribution at once. Any action upon 
them could be deferred until they had 
been considered by the delegations. They 
seemed, however, simple and direct ar- 
guments in support of a thesis which had 
been ably stated. He thought, there- 
fore, it might be the desfre of the com- 
mittee to discuss their general purpose | 
on the spot, leaving their precise lan- | 
guage to a later time. , 


ARTHUR J. BALFOUR. 


Mr. Balfour said he was sure the| 
Chairman was well advised in suggest- 
ing that Mr. Root’s proposals:should be 
circulated in order that each delegation | 
might examine sot only the spirit which 
animated them, but the words in which 
that spirit had been expressed. So far |

If the same ratio provided for capital 
ships should be applied to aircraft car- 
riers for France and Italy the result 
would be as follows: 

France—28,000 tons. 

Ttaly—28,000 tons. 

The American proposition had added a 
proviso that no country exceeding the 
quota allowed should be required to 
scrap such excess tonnage until replace- 
ment began, at which time the total ton- 
nage of airplane carriers for each na- 
tion should be reduced to the prescribed 
allowance. Certain other rules had been 
proposed. . 

Mr, Hughes added that in view of the 
fact that aircraft carriers might ap- 
proach in tonnage to capital ships, it 
would be wise also to set a limit in this 
respect. It was now proposed not to lay 
down ony ships of this character whose 
bd pte t should exceed 27,000 tors. 
This was the proposition which was now 
resented for discussion. He said that 

e thought he should add that what had 
appeared in the resolution regarding air- 
craft carriers .should be ‘deemed to’ be 
the same-as that included In the resolu- 
tions foepecting all ships of war except 
capital ships in that their guns ahourd 
not have a calibre exceeding eight 
inches. If added to the resolution re- 
garding aircraft carriers the latter 
would read: 


No aircraft carrier shall be laid 
down during the term of this agree- 
ment whose tonnage displacement is 
in excess of 27,000 tons and no gun 
shall be earried by any such ship other 
than a capital ship with a calibre in 
excess of eight inches.

That no warship shall carry a gun 
of greater calibre than 16 inches. 


SECRETARY HUGHES. 


The Chairman said that the United 
States Government was ready to accept 
the proposal and asked whether the 
other delegates were ready to express 
themselves thereon. 

Mr. Hanihara accepted the proposal. 

Admiral Acton accepted the proposal. 

Admiral De Bon made no objection. 

The Chairman stated that it would 
therefore be considered as unanimously 
approved that no warships should carry 
a gun of a larger calibre than sixteen 
inches. The Chairman stated that he. 
understood that so far as capital ships 
were concerned the committee was in 
complete accord except as to the replace- 
ment program, upon which subject a 
chart was being prepared. It would be 
unwise to discuss in committee such a 
technical and detailed matter and it 
was therefore understood that the naval : 
experts would prepare a _ replacement 
chart with the understanding that in’ 
case any questions of principle or policy 
arose on which they might not agree, 
the matter should be referred to the full 
committee. When that was done the 
question of capital ships might be eon- 
sidered as disposed of, and the other 
questions which had been raised could 
be discussed on the following day. 

The meeting then adjourned until Dee. 
29, 1921, at 11 A. M.

‘The committee is also opposed to the 
closing of books against the admission 
of new members. Any certified worker 
with the necessary qualifications to fill 
the job should be admitted to the union. 
No man, however, should be accepted 
unless he is qualified to command the 
minimum wage.” 

Mr. Frayne said that the committee 
would not comment on some of Mr. Un- 
termyer’s suggestions as they were a 
matter for the national and international 
unions to decide, adding: 

‘*We want to assure the public that 
organized labor does not approve of 
unions adopting arbitrary laws and do- 
ing an injustice to the worker, employer 
or the public. Just because certain in- 
dividuals or local unions commit a crime 
or take some arbitrary action, the whole 
labor movement should not be blamed 
‘for it. 

“The labor movement is constructed 
exactly on the same plan as the Federal, 
State and city Governments.

BUILDERS EXTEND 
WAGE AGREEMENT 


Will Pay Present Scole Until Jan. 
31, but Insist on Their Own 
Arbitration Plan. 


There will be no strike in the build- 
ing trades on Jan. 1. The employers 
yesterday decided to extend the present 
agreement, expiring on Saturday, for 
one month, until Jan. 31, 1922. This an- 
nouncement was made in a letter to the 
Building Trades Council by Samuel B. 
Donnelly, Secretary of the Building 
Trades Employers’ Association, follow- 
ing a meeting of the Board of Governors 
of the association. 

The employers renewed their request 
on the Building Trades Council to ac- 
cept their original offer of an arbitra- 
tion board of five to fix the 1922 wage 
and working conditions. This offer the 
workers rejected. 

On the latest proposal of Samuel Un- 
termyer, counsel to the Lockwood com- 
mittee, that an arbitration board of 
seven consider the question of efficiency 
and the suggestion that the present 
wage be continued’ for 1922 the em- 
ployers were non-committal. 

Cc. G. Norman, President of the Board 
of Governors, said the new proposal was 
so extraordinary that the Governors felt 
it ought to be passed on by the twenty- 
eight constituent organizations in the 
association. Some of the trade associa- 
tions, he Bbaid, were intent on making 
wage reductions. Word was therefore 
sent to all the associations in the em- 
pioyers’ group to meet at once and dis- 
cuss the proposal. Then they will re- 
port back to the Board of Governors. 


This action is expected to be consum- 
mated within a week.

At the conclusion of the meeting Mr.

The petition further seeks the removal 
of Edward Young Clarke, Imperial! 
Kleagle of the Klan, and Mrs. Eliza- 
beth Tyler, head of the Propagation 
Department, both of whom are made co- 
defendants to the suit. 

An acditional feature of the restrain-| 
ing. order is that the defendant corpo-| 
ration and the two officers named are 
prohibited from banishing, suspending, | 
expelling or prosecuting the Klan mem-! 
bers whose names appear on the petition} 
as plaintiffs. 
. Jan. 28 is set as the date for a hearing} 
tu determine whether the temporary in-| 
junction shall be made permanent and} 
whether the receivership for the Klan|

The petitioners assert that while news-! 
paper reports lave said Harry bB. Ter-! 
rell, Hooper, Atkin and Padon have!

Many of these 
men, he said, had their training and ex- 
perience in professional athletics and 
they know that their salary and tenure 
cf office depend upon the success of 
their teams. Another menace, he 
was the attitude of groups of alumni of 
olleges who instead of advising and 
\clping in determining athletic policies, 
use their influence to gratify the sport- 
ing instinct, in which @ase the influence 
is always detrimental.

PARIS, Dec. 28.—A certain amount of 
perturbation was caused recently in the 
scientific world by the news that the 
famous standard meter, which is kept at 
the International Bureau of Weights and 
Measures, had, owing to unknown 
causes, changed its length by a fraction’ 
of a millimeter. 

Yesterday a communication was made 
by the Academy of Science that the re- 
port was erroneous. The standard meter 
remains unaltered. What has happened 
is that several models which are used 
for comparative purposes have, owing to 
a cause which cannot so far be deter- 
mined, become longer by from three to 
four ten-thousands of a millimeter.

Mr. Lay said that the problem of 
clearing the streets of parked automo- 
biles and of rélieving traffic congestion 
was one of the most pressing before city 
officials, but that an equally important 
problem was the provision of more pub- 
lic parks. He said that the street con- 
gestion problem, or any other problem, 
should not be solved at the expense cf 
the parks. Mr. Lay pointed wut 
that the park system of Manhattan was 
established a half century ago and that 
this acreage had not been substantia:ly 
increased, so that the acreage was de- 
creasing compared to population, when 
it should remain stationary, if ‘rot be 
increased. 

Mr. Lay said that parking space for 
only 400 automobiles would take about 
two of Bryant, Park, or almost 
one-half of its 4%, acres, and that he cid 
not how Commissioner Harriss 
| hoped to crowd 4,000 automobiles into 
the area. Regarding the Commission- 
er’s plan to provide storage facilitizs in 
Central Park for 30,000 cars, Mr. Lay 
| estimated that this would use up about 
150 of the 843 acres, without taking into 
account the space needed for more road- 
Ways.

|KREISLER ON VIENNA’S WOE. 


| Violinist Says 500,000 Are Starving 
While 50,000 Are In Luxury. 


Fritz Kreisler, the violinist, who has 
been in Burope since May, returned 
yesterday on the White Star liner Olym- 
pic with Mrs. Kreisler and told the re- 
|porters that he had not been appointed 
Ambassador from Austria to the United 
States+at least so far as he knew him- 
self. 

“There are 500,000 people in Vienna 
starving,’ he said, ‘‘and -about fifty 
thousand living in luxury, and another 
five and a half millions of people in the 


whole of Austria who are half alive. — 

‘I do not think that the people of 
| America can know of the frightful con- 
ditions that the unhappy Austrians 
are in today. ‘Men and women of the 
best families and of the nignest in- 
telligence and integrity are sel ing their 
last pairs of shoes to get food. have 
seen famous professors selling the coats 
off their backs after they had parted 
{with their most cherished books and 
family heirlooms to keep them and their 
families from starving to death. . The 
Quaker Society ands the Hoover Re- 
lief have saved at least 25 per ceht. of 
the children from contracting tubercu- 
losis through undernourishment. 

‘The Austrian people are willing to 
work. They do not want charity. If 
Austria can get food and_coal credits 
and raw materials to manufacture grees 
with, the people will pull through. Alfthe 
Allies have practically agreed to grant 
Austria a twenty years’ moratorium to 
pay her debts with the exception of the 
United States, and it cannot go through 
until she also signs. I hear that the 
consent of Congress must be obtained, 
but in the meantime weeks pass by and 
the people are starving.” 


MARRYING FOR PASSPORTS, 


Swiss Business Woman Has Thus 
Acquired Seven Ex-Husbands. 


GENEVA, Dec. 28.—Marriage is, for a 
woman, the solution of the problem of 
getting passports to various European 
countries, the difficulties of which be- 
came almost insuperable after the war. 
This is the discovery of a Lucerne busi- 
ness woman. 

Before the war this woman, who is 
well educated and good looking, earned 
scme $10,000 a year by obtaining orders 
for millinery and furs from royalty and 
aristocracy in the several capitals of 
Europe, as a representative of Frenaa 
and Viennese dealers. After the ~ar, 
while her former patrons hag no money 
for luxuries, a new class—the war profi- 
teers—demanded her attention.

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MGR. HENRY A. BRANN 
DIBS IN 84TH YEAR 


Rector of St. Agnes Had Served 
in New York Diocese for 
More Than 50 Years. 


and } 


Churches and Rebuilt His 
Own St. Agnes. 





The Right Rev. Mgr. Henry A. Brann, 
D. D., rector of St. Agnes’s Roman 
Catholic Church in East Forty-third 
Street, whose record of service is 
longer than that of any other Catholic 
priest in the New York’ Diocese, died 
yesterday at the rectory in his eighty- 
fourth year. At his church the divine 
office will be chanted at S o’clock to- 
morrow evening, and there will be a 
requiem mass there at 10 o’clock Satur- 
day morning. 

Born at Parkstown, Ireland, Aug. 15, 
1838, Father Brann came to the United 
States as a boy of 12 and received his 
earlier education at St. Mary’s College 
in Wilmington, Del., and at St. Francis 
Xavier’s in this city. He studied for 
the priesthood at St. Sulpice in Paris 
and the American College in Rome, be- 
coming the first alumnus of the latter 
institution in 1862. He received his 
ordination the same vear at the hands 
of Cardinal Patrozzi in the Basilica of 
St. John the Lateran. 

_Returning to this country he was ap- 
pointed Professor of Theology and Phi- 
losophy at Seton Hall, and also Vice 
President of that college. His first 
church position was that of pastor at St: 
Mary’s in Jersey City. From 188 to 1870 
he was Director of the seminary at 

‘ Va., and for the ensuing 
ten years was pastor at Kingsbridge and 

Fort Washington during a period when 
there was only one church between 165th 
Street and Mount Vernon. It was in 
January, 1890, that Father Brann came 
to St. Agnes’s Church, receiving his ap- 
peintment from an old_ schoolmate, 
Archbishop’ Corrigan, and succeeding 
Father McDowell in the pastorate. He 
remained at this church until his death, 
| thus completing more than half a cen- 
tury of continuous service within this 
diocese. In 1912 he celebrated the golden 
anniversary of his ordination and in 
1915 his silver jubilee as pastor of St. 
Agnes'’s: 

But Father Brann stood for more in 
the life of the city than a priest who 
ably fulfilled the normal duties of his 
parish office. During the last thirty 
years he entered into many public en- 
terprises and made his influence felt 
in the community as a preacher, writer, 
lecturer and executive, For, in addition 
to building four churches, he began the 
erection of a fifth and rebuilt St. 
Agnes s_ after its destruction by fire in 
1898. He was an ardent believer in the 
cause of Irish freedom and vigorously

INDIAN CONGRESS 
REGRETS VIOLENCE 


Votes Overwhelmingly to Stand 
by Gandhi Program of Non- 
Co-operation. 


AHMEDABAD, British India, Dec. 28 


(Associated Press).—An attempt to force | 
the adoption by the Indian Nationalist ; 


Congress today of a motion providing 
that complete independence from 
British Empire should be 
*‘possible and proper means,”’ instead 
of by “legitimate and peaceful means,”’ 
was frustrated by Mahatma Gandhi, the 
Nationalist leader, who warned the Con- 
| gress against alienating the sympathies 
| of the moderates. 

"A special committee of the Congress 
rejected the proposal by an overwhelm- 
ing majority and adopted Gandhi's reso- 
lution in favor of maintaining the exist- 
ing creed of non-violence. When an at- 
tempt was made to move the extremist 
amendment in the full Congress the 
President ruled it out of order. 

Twelve thousand persons attended the 
congress. Ajmal in his speech said he 
welcomed the Government’s policy of 
repression, which had strengthened the 
determination of the Indian people to 
continue their struggle more vigorously. 

Messages were read from Das and his 
wife, both of whom are in prison. They 
exhorted all the Indians to act now or 
never by joining the Khalifat volunteers 
and suspending their other normal ac- 
tivities.

This is a sure means for de- 
tecting raised money. The Federal Re- 
serve Bank has made up a note-portrait 
list and sent it to banks throughout the 
country. The warning is summed up as 
“verify the portraits.’’ For instance, 
the portrait of Jefferson appears only 
on the $2 bill of the Federal Reserve and 
Treasury note series; George Washing- 
ton graces the $1 Federal Reserve, the 
$1 United States note and the $20 gold 
certificate, and Benjamin Harrison's 
portrait is printed on $5 national bank 
notes. 

Announcement of the details of a new 
counterfeit $5 Federal Reserve note was 
made yetserday by the Federal Reserve 
Bank. The counterfeit is on the Federal 
Reserve Bank of Chicago, check letter 
C, plate number indecipherable, D. F. 
Houston, Secretary of the Treasury; 
John Burke, Treasurer of the United 
States, portrait of Lincoln. 

The announcement said: ‘* This is a 
very poorly executed zine etched produc- 
tion on a very cheap paper, in the sur- 
face of which a few silk threads have 
been pressed.

But ‘‘in that sleep of 
death what dreams may come’”’ to him 
who served so well and in return wanted 
so little! 

His name was Tom Pence, but we 
who knew and loved him called him 
Tom Pinch, for; like the admirable Tom 
in Dickens's ‘‘Martin Chuzzlewit,’’ ‘‘he 
was useful in a hundred ways,” and 
“never listened to the doubtful trumpet 
blown by fame.”’ 

Such men as House and Pence are not 
of the intriguing type who play sinister 
roles in what a certain pessimistic 
minority of the American public likes 
to call the: “invisible government,’ nor 
would this type fit into a ‘‘kitchen 
cabinet"’ idea. Rather were they un- 
official envoys extraordinary and min- 
isters plenipotentiary of the President, 
with roving commissions to do what they 
thought best for the uplift and better- 
ment of the body politic. The onlycom- 
pensation for the service they rendered 
was the personal satisfaction they got 
from serving their country well. They 
disdained a conspicuous place .in the 
political limelight, although they could 
have had anything the? wished. 

As far as the outside world knew, they 
eccupied, in spite of their sagacity, 
astuteness and judgment, only a nebular 
position in the nation’s affairs. They 
might be likened to stokers deep down 
in the bowels of a great ship, unseen, 
unknown to the merry throng of pas- 
sengers above, but without whom the 
giant liner would be impotent in the 
battle of the waves. 

Many a political coup d'état, the 
consummation of which was credited to 
men holding official positions, was con- 
ceived in the brain of Tom Pence. Day 
and night, with uncomplaining patience 
and devotion, he served the President’s 
cause—‘‘just for the love of the man,”’ 
he would say. We were anxious to 
“play him up’ as the author of this 
or that idea, which oftentimes, when 
carried out, caused a rise in the stock 
of the Administration throughout the 
country, but his inherent modesty and 
self-effacement always said ‘‘no.’’ 

When the Washington correspondents 
would write in their dispatches that 
“some important move’’ was about to 
be made by the Administration, their 
story would begin in some such way as 
this: 

‘As a result of certain conferences 
held in the White House and ‘elsewhere’ 
ir. Washington by the President and his 
advisers— — — —’”’ 

As one read these dispatches, he won- 
dered about ‘‘elsewhere in Washington.’’ 
Where was this ‘‘elsewhere’’? Some 
readers, no doubt, thought it was a 
mere fiction employed as a substitute 
for official sanction of the real source of 
the news, But “elsewhere in Wash- 
ington’’ was not a fiction; it was not a 
figment of the imagination. ‘‘Elsewhere 
in Washington’ was a real, living fact. 

I knew where it was—a small, modest 
New York Avenue apartment over a 
Chinese laundry, near Fourteenth Street. 
It was the Washington home of Tom 
Fence—Tom Pence of Raleigh, North 
Carolina, Here Tom held forth, sur- 
rounded by members of his general 
staff, Senator Ollie M. James of Ken- 
tucky, Senator William E. Hughes of 
New Jersey, and myself, a mere private 
in the ranks, an orderly to the Com- 
mander-in-Chief. 

When we speak of the headquarters 
of a general staff, we imagine some 
stately chateau or some imposing build- 
ing made of granite and pillars, with 
impressive stone statuary to remind you 
of its aristocratic ancestry. But no 
such elegance characterized the ‘'Pence 
Headquarters’’—a humble billet behind 
the lines; two simple rooms, with a 
plain bed in the corner of one, where 
slept the amiable, whole-souled Tom, 
and easy chairs all about; pictures of 
his intimate friends on the walls, a rack 
ot books on politics in another corner, 
and on a quaint old mantelpiece a box 
of very good cigars—not the cheap cam- 
paign variety—and lastly, as Sir Harry 














vision superintendents’’ of the Demo- 
cratic Party like Roger Sullivan of Ili- 
nois, Tom Taggart of Indiana, dear old 
John T. 2icGraw of West Virginia, high- 
ly cultured and an apt student of the 
classics; Angus McLean of North Caro- 
lina, one of the strong men of the party 
and boyhood friend of Pence; Timothy 
T. Ansberry, prominént member of the 
House Ways and Means Committee; Col. 
John Carroll of Missouri, and other les- 
ser chieftains of the party. 

I remember a most interesting confer- 
ence held ‘elsewhere in Washington.” 
A leading representative of Eastern fi- 
nancial interests, seeking to take ad- 
vantage of a depression in our ranks, 
proposed to- Pence that an_ entente 
cordiale be entered into between the 
Democratic Administration and certain 
Wall Street interests, which he said 
were willing to make peace with the 
party on their (the interests’) terms. 
I can still see the hot flush of anger 
and indignation in the face of Pence as 
he grasped the full import of the over- 
tures; but, as wAs characteristic of the 
man, there was in his voice no hint of 
the wrath he felt when he replied: 

‘* Sir, won't you have a cigar?”’ and 
then, ‘‘ Let’s try to forget the proposal 
you just made.”’ 

Tom Pence would no more lend his 
support to such a proposal than he 
would harm a friend. 

When politics was laid aside he was 
as sentimental and emotional as a 
schoolgirl. The great heart of this 
bachelor responded with quickened beats 
to all the finer impulses of life. He 
was extremely fond of children. Dur- 
ing the Yuletide season he delighted in 
playing Santa Claus; his apartment 
would be filled with presents for young 
and old. On Christmas Eve and Christ- 
mas Day politics would be taboo, and 
you would find Tom ‘tidying things 
up,” as he called it, and with infinite 
care decorating the walls and ceiling 
with a profusion of greens and bright 
crimson things preparatory to distribut- 
ing his gifts among his many friends. 

On New Year's Eve, Senators James 
and Hughes and myself, like three boys, 
would scramble up the creaky stairs to 
the Pence apartment, there to “ ring out 
the Old Year and ring in the New.” It 
was a happy place, with its holly, mis- 
tletoe and good-fellowship, and, al- 
though I was the ‘‘ kid’’ of the group 
and was kicked and buffeted about by 
these gladiators ‘of political warfare, I 
enjoyed myself and learned much. 

And now they are all gone. First, 
Tom Pence died in the flower of his 
manhood; then Billy Hughes passed 
‘‘though nature to. eternity,’’ and 
finally the great, jovial Ollie James was 
carried to his last resting place by lov- 
ing friends. I was present at the burial 
of all three. Their bodies lie on distant 
sloping hillsides facing Washington, the 
city they loved so well. 

I shall never forget the last day that 
Tom Pence’s body lay at the New York 
Avenue apartment. The room was 
banked with flowers sent by mourning 
friends from all parts of the country. 
The rooms were no longer dressed in the 
greens of Christmas, but clad in the 
sombre garb of death. As the hour ap- 
proached for the removal of the body 
to the station, whence it was to be 
taken to Tom’s home in Raleigh, the 
door was quietly opened, and President 
Woodrow Wilson entered the death 
chamber, accompanied by his military 
and naval aids. With all the formality 
and convention due to a foreign diplo- 
mat, the President of the United States 
had come to pay his last respects to the 


man he had trusted and admired, and, 


as he stood by the bier and looked into 
the face of his departed counselor I 
thought I heard him whisper these lines 
of Dickens: 

‘* Heaven speed thee, Tom, and send 
that thou wert going off forever to 
some quiet home where thou mightst 
live at peace, and sorrow should not

Worcester Pastor Confirms Re- 
port That Fund Will Be Raised 
to Defend Bronx Prisoner. 


HAD MANY FRIENDS THERE 


New Identification by Westfleld 


(L. I.) Man, Who Says He 
Was Shot in the Head. 


Alric Westling, confessed murderer of 
Carl Moller, an aged jeweler, attempted 
to kill another man whom he visited on 
the same pretext of wishing to pur- 
chase jewelry, it developed yesterday, 
when Fred Gale of Westfield, L. I., ap- 


peared at the Bronx County Jail and 
out of a line of fourteen men identified 
Westling as his assailant. Desvite West- 
ling’s frank admission of guilt, a group 
of his friends in the Stebbins Street 
Methodist Church of Worcester, Mass., 
which he regularly attended ten years 
ago, are raising a fund for his legal de- 
fense. This fact became l:nown through 
a statement made yesterday by Ernest 
Anderson, a Worcester attorney, who 
appeared for Westling. 

The Bronx Grand Suey yesterday re- 
turned an indictment charging murder 
in the first degree against Westling for 
killing Moller last Saturday night in a 
houl-up in the latter’s apartment at 1,616 
Nelson Avenue, the Bronx. Westling 
was arraigned yesterday afternoon be- 
fore Magistrate Simms in the Morrisania 
Court on a short affidavit on a murder 
charge made by Detective Herman 
Meys r. Inasmuch as the: Grand Jury 
indictment had been voted, the prisoner 
was discharged on the detective’s charge 


and then rearrested on a bench warrant.’ 


When Magistrate Simms asked West- 
ling if he had any statement to make he 
replied: 

**Y have a lawyer here.”’ 


Retained by the Family. 


Anderson announced that he had been 
retained to look after the prisoner’s in- 
terests. Westling will be arraigned for 
pleading to the murder charge contained 
in the indictment today before Supreme 
Court Justice Francis Martin. 

Anderson after the court preiiminaries 
visited the Bronx Supreme Court Clerk’s 
office to ascertain the method of getting 
ndmitted to practice in this State to de- 
fena Westling. After a conference with 
James R. Cherry, the clerk, Anderson 
announced that he would ask Justice 
Martin to admit him on motion. 

Anderson told newspaper men that, 
while: he represented Westling’s family, 
the congregation of the Stebbins Avenue 
Methodist Church of Worcester was also 
interested in Westling. He said the con- 
gregation was raising a fund to defend 
Westling.. The lawyer said that West- 
ling, a former resident of the New Eng- 
land city, was known to have led an 
exemplary life for thirty-nine years and 
that *‘ the congregation which knew him 
could not believe he was guilty of such 
a crime.”’ 

‘* Westling must have gone crazy to do 
such an act as he is charged with com- 
mitting,.’’ added Anderson. 

The Rev. A. J. Losgreo, pastor of the 
Worcester church, said over the long 
distance telephone last night that while 
| Westling was not a member of the con- 
| gregation he had been a regular attend- 
;ant at the services ten or fifteen years 
jago. The congregation as such was not 
ij raising a fund, but a group of friends

inified their intention of contributing to 
the defense, Mr. Losgreo sald.

Newspaper Publishers Declarq 
Manufacturers Have Demanded 
Excessive and Unfair Prices. 


ASK FOR FREE NEWSPRINT 


Senators Told That American Miild 
Cannot Supply Over 70 Per 
’ Cent. of Amount Needed. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 28. — Senatg 
tariff hearings were enlivened today 
by an attack on American newspaper 
publishers by Colonel William H, 


Haskeli of New York City, Vice Preala 
dent of the International Paper Com-= 
pany, and a counterattack on the news< 
print paper manufacturers by William 
Pape, publisher of The Waterbury, 
(Conn.) Republican, speaking for a num- 
ber of small publishers who, he said, 
organized a joint buying corporation be- 
cause many of them were unable singlé< 
handed to assist themselves in an efforg 
to obtain newsprint at fair prices. 
Urging a tariff protection for his ine 
dustry against European competition 
Colonel Haskeli told the committee that 
Congress had gradually yielded to the 
clamors of the paid agents of the puba 
lishers '’ until finally all tariff on news 
print had been removed and ‘‘the in! 
dustry abandoned to drift in the ebb 
— flow of the international competitive 
e. } 
Asserting that newsprint was the onl 
product of the papermaking industry 
which has been deprived of all protece 
tlon and bedeviled by inspired ederal 
regulation and interference,” the wit 
tinea’ “ —— pee “the invidious 
é 3 8S branch of i 
— rey B. obvious.”’ en 
e added that “ the fact that the 
can control legislation and Sawai’ tied 
warranted regulations, restrictions and 
interference for its own selfish inter- 
ests, constitutes a grave charge of un 
due influence and special privilege.’’ 
The charge that ‘* undue influence ”” 
had been used by the publishers in 
arguing for the placing of news rint 
paper on the free list was denie by 
Emory Thomason. of Chicago, speaking 
for the American Newspaper Publishers 
Association. He declared the publishers 
had based their argument on the eco- 
nomic ground of the inability of Amerie 
can newsprint manufacturers to supply 
domestic consumption. This inability 


was stated by Colonel Haskell 

Mr. Pape told the committee that the 
question before Congress ‘in determinin 
as to the retention of néwsprint pape 
on the free list was whether the pub- 
lishers should again have imposed on 
them such a condition as was found by 
a Senate committee, which reported last 
year that certain manufacturers had 
taken advantage of a newsprint short- 
age to exploit the purchasers”’ and 

hold them a for excessive, unreason- 
able and wholly unfair prices.”’ 

Publishers, who as a class largely domi< 
nate public opinion affecting business 
policies through direct appeal to reauers, 
Mr. Pape added, ‘‘ have been potently 
weak when fighting for a fair price for 
newsprint.’’ He declared that on no few~ 
er than three occasions in the last ten 
years prices had “‘ soared to undreamed 
of heights,” and that nothing, including 
the Federal Trade Commission, Con- 
gressional and court action, had ‘‘ stayed 
the demands imposed by certain of those 
who control the supply of newsprint.” 

Colonel Haskell, in presenting the case 
for the manufacturers, suggested no 
definite rate of duty for newsprint, say- 
ing he would leave that to the com- ° 
mittee. He contended that the-industry 
was in bad shape as a result of come 
petition from Germany, Sweden, Norway 
and Finland, asserting that paper made 
in those countries could be sold here 
for from $10 to $20 below the actual cost 
of production here. 

On the other hand, Mr. Pape argued 

that the prices of the foreign-made 
paper sought about the level in this 
country, that it was the price here that 
attracted manufacturers in the foreign 
countries, and that imports from Europe 
had proved the salvation of the small 
inland publishers during the days aftet 
the war when, he said, both ‘contract 
and spot prices for paper rose to “ un- 
bearable limits."’ 
“ What he termed ‘suppliers’ ‘propa- 
ganda’’ about a shortage in 1919 and 
1920 caused publishers to turn to Europe ° 
for newsprint in quantity. Mr. Pape 
said. In 1920 publishers accepted ‘“ the 
suppliers’ propaganda, and in a panic 
became the victims of some manufac- 
turers and their brokers who took all 
the traffic would bear.’’ 

Colonel Haskell told the committee 
that the prohibition of the export of 
wood pulp from Canadian crown lands 
and the placing of paper on the free list 
halted ‘‘ the steady growth of the Ameri- 
can newsprint industry.’’ Development 
of the Canadian industry followed, the 
witness said, production growing from 
161,000 tons in 1910 to 883,000 tons in 
1920. Imports from Canada were given 
a tons in 1910 and 680, in 
920. 

After referring to the supplies comin 
in from Germany, Finland, Norway an 
Sweden at prices less than the cost of 
oroduction in the United States, Colonel 

askell said: 

‘* With* manufacturing costs not far 
below the peak of 1920, the demand for 
domestic newsprint has greatly de- 
creased since the first of the year and 
the market has been demoralized and 
unsettled. Labor is stubbornly . resist- 
ing any material liquidation, although 
the price for newsprint has fallen $60 
and more a ton within the year. The 
outlook for the manufacturers of the 
United States is distressing.” 

Mr. Thomason declared the American 
manufacturers were unable to supply 
more than 70 per cent. of domestic re- 
quirements, due to the depletion of the 
raw materials, notably spruce wood, in 
localities desirable from a manufactur- 
ing point of view. 

Mr. Thomason said the publishers also 
contended that the para ph in the 
Fordney bill empowering the President 
to impose, under certain circumstances, 
retaliatory duties upon. printing paper, 
wood pulp and standard newsprint 
paper, should be stricken out, because, 
if enforced, it would result in aggravat- 
ing the shortage and in increasing the 
costs of newsprint and pulp, both do- 
mestic and imported, to ‘American con- 
sumers. 

Mr. Thomason added that Congress 
already had made provision for meet- 
ing the pulp wood issue by_the passage 
of a bill empowering thé President to 
appoint a commission to negotiate with 
the Canadian authorities for ‘‘an ad- 
justment of the alleged difficulties in 
respect to the exportation from Canada 
of wood cut from crown lands, d the 
efforts of such commission should not 
be hampered by the inclusion, at this 
time, of a retaliatory clause in the 
tariff act dealing with the importation 
of paper and pufp.”’ : 

The witness asked that the definition 
“standard newsprint paper ’’ bé ampli- 
fied_so as to make certain that it would 
include the class of newsprint paper 
generally known as rotogravure paper. 
half. tone paper or super-calende 
paper, used by newspapers in their Sun- 
day or supplemental editions. 

S. E. Launer and other officers of the 
International Brotherhood of Pulp, Sul- 
phite and Paper Mill Workers, sup- 
ported the manufacturers’ plea. for tariff 
protection against European competition. 
They said that wages were being Ilqwered

THE OPERA

Miss Bori and Chamlee in “ Boheme.” 


The performance of ‘‘La Boheme” 
last evening at the Metropolitan Opera 
House was notable for bringing before 
the public for the first time this sea- 
son Miss Lucrezia Bori in the part of 
Mimi and Mario Chamlee in that of 
Rodolfo for the first time in his career. 
Miss Bori has long been a favorite in 
this and other parts that she has 
adorned in the repertory of the Metro- 
politan Opera House, and her reappear- 
ance was an occasion of interest to the 
audience that filled the house. 


Everybody knew how sympthetic and 
appealing her interpretation would be 
in its simplicity and charm of personal- 
ity, its gayety and pathos; for it is well 
remembered. Perhaps some cannot rid 
themselves of a little solicitude about 
her voice since her recovery from the 
trouble that took her out of the com- 
pany at the height of her success and 
kept her out for several years. There 
was no reason for solicitude disclosed 
in her singing last evening. The voice 
was fresh and pure in quality, abundant 
in power and amply expressive. There 
was a slight tendency toward caution 
in ‘taking her tones toward a _ super- 
fluous use of the ‘‘ portamento” in- 
stead of a positive attack. So, 
sibly, ill-natured purists may 
thought; but their scruples were not 
shared perceptibly by the friends and 
admirers of Miss Bori, who made no 
reservations whatever in the heartiness 
and erthusiasm of their applause and 
in their enjoyment of which it was the 
expression. 

Mr. Chamlee’s Rodolfo was admirably 
sung, for the most part, in a voice of 
musical quality which he had _ the 
artistic feeling and the good sense to 
keep consistently below the shouting 
point, and which he employed with 
much fine ‘‘mezza voce’’; though he 
had abundance of p@wer for the points 
of climax he wished to make. Mr. 
Chamlee’s Rodolfo will, no doubt, gain 
in freedom and flexibility, humorous 
point and pathetic expression as he 
gains greater familiarity with the part. 

The other members of the cast had 
appeared before in performance of this 
opera. Miss Yvonne d’Arle had _ pre- 
sented herself once recently as Musetta 
at a matinee performance. She dis- 
closed much vivacity and piquancy in 
appearance and action—more of —these 
than of vocal quality and skill. Mr. 
Scotti's Marcello is memorable for its 
communicating vitality and dramatic 
truth; more so in these days than for 
the voice. Messrs. Didur and Ananian 
were the Schaunard and Benoit and Mr. 
Rothier the Colline. Mr. Papi 
ducted.

WASHINGTON~ Dec. 28. Dec. 28.—The dtgturbance | 
over the Canadian maritime provinces has 
increased greatly in intensity. during the last 
twenty-four hours, and it was céntral over 
Newfoundland Wednesday night, with a 
barometer reading of 28.94 at &t. John’s. 

The _Northwest. disturbance has also in- 
creased in intensity and moved rapidly east- 
southeastward to Ontario. This disturbance 
was followed by a decided rise in pressure | 
over the Plains States, the upper Mississippi 
Valley and Manitoba during Wednesday. 


Generally fair weather has prevailed dur- | 
ing the last twenty-four hours, except that: 
there were local snows in portions of the 
Northern Rocky Mountain region and light 
rain along the Northern Pacific. 

The temperature was lower in. the ‘Atlan- 
tic States Wednesday and it was consider- | 
ably higher in portions of the lake region, 
the great central valleys and the southern 
Plains States, while much colder weather 
again overspread Manitoba and the Red River 
of the North Valley. 

The Ontario disturbance will move rapidly 
eastward, attended by considerable cloudi- 
ness Thursday, and local snows are probable 
in the lake region, the upper Ohio Valley and 
portions of the North’ Atlantic States, and it 
will be followed by fair weather Friday al- 
most generally east of the Mississippi River.

FINAL CROP REPORT * 
LIFTS GRAIN PRICES 


Chicago Figures That Only 
30,000,000 Bushels of Wheat 
May Be Left for Export. 


Special to The New York Times. 

CHICAGO, Dec. 24—A bearish con- 
struction was placed by traders. on the 
Government’s final report on the 1921 
wheat crop today, while the figures on 
coarse grains were regafded as slightly 
bullish. The aggregate of the five lead- 
ing grains is 5,146,000,000 bushels, cém- 
pared with 5,810,000,000 bushels in 1920, 
and 5,192,000,000 bushels in 1919. As 
compared with preliminary figures for 
this year, today’s report showed an ag- 
gregate reduction of 153,000,000 bushels, 
while last year’s preliminary returns 
were cut in the final 6,000,000 bushels, 
and 1919 they were reduced 83,000,000 
bushels. 

On the basis of the revised crop for 
this season and a@ carry-over in all po- 
sitions of 90,000,000 bushels, there is a 
total suppiv for the season of 885,000,000 


bushels, compared with 996,000,000 bush- 
els the previous year, the latter includ- 
ing imports of 55,000,000 bushels. Ex- 
ports from July 1 to Dec. 31 this season 
.are estimated at. sround 200,000,000 
‘bushels, while the total clearances for 
1920-21 were 366,000,000 bushels. After 
allowing for the carry-over, domestic 
requirements were in 1920-21 around

541,000,000 bushels. 
A fair export demand was reported at 
seaboard, with sales of 500,000 
bushels, mainly Manitobas, it is claimed. 
Sentiment after the close was bearish 
on account of the Government report, 
and a lower range was anticipated. 
Primary receipts of wheat so far this 
week aggregate 1,444,000 bushels; pre- 
vious week, 2,413,000; last year, 3,268,- 


000. Shipments have been 623,000 bush- 
els; previous week, 1,254,000; last year, 
2,063,000. 

Corn receipts have been 3,110,000 bush- 
els; previous week, 6,724,000; last year, 
3,365,000; and shipments, 1,159,000 bush-

Sale of Small Concessions Shows 
1,200 Per Cent. Increase. 


Six selling privileges, five'of them in 
Central Park and one in City Hall Park, 
were sold yesterday in the Municipal 
Building for the Park Commissioner by 
Henry Brady, real estate auctioneer.

LEXINGTON, Dec. 28.—HE. La Mon- 
tagne’s Sons of New York.are short to- 
night 332 cases of whisky valued at $30,- 
000, The liquor was stolen early today 
when twenty-five armed and masked 
bandits went to the Eminence Distil- 
lery, overpowered five guards and car- 
ried the whisky away. in motor trucks. 

A dance was .breaking up in a hall 


near the distillery when .the robbery 
was carried ou and no one paid any 
attention to the rush of the trucks 
through the little town. .The whisky 
was about to be removed to New York 
to stop the expense of maintaining the 
warehouse. Applications of W. A. Mon- 
tagne of New York, Secretary of the 
company, had just been approved by 
State Prohibition Director Collins, the 
final permit being granted today. 

A permit was issued on Dec. 22 al- 
lowing the removal of 480 cases. The 
permit, forwarded to New York today 
before the news of the robbery became 
known, was for the removal of the final 
forty-three barrels. This was included | 
in the loot. | 

The same distillery was the scene of | 
a robbery last May when, State Reve- | 
nue Collector Lucas said, 2,000 cases dis- 
appeared. Prohibition officials recently 
have mede arrests through which, they 
said, they expected to uncover a whisky 
ring whose trail led from Kentucky to 
New York.
